Continuation of 3. NOTE: The additional limitation that a logical resource for each service attribute is kept independent from physical 
resource identifiers, and determining and reserviing candidate identifiers of physical resources based on the sen/ice attribute would 
require a further search and consideration of the prior art. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In the remarks filed 9/28/05, Applicant 
substantially rehashes arguments previously presented in addition to presenting new arguments directed to the claims as amended. 
Therefore, incorporates the previous response to arguments in the Final Rejection mailed 4/28/05 and submits that the newly raised 
arguments are moot because the proposed amendment has not been entered. 

In addition, Applicant argues that the present invention includes the feature of adjusting the number or resources to be used for 
providing services in accordane with load status, and that since Okawa only manages the rights to use a single resource, the reference is 
not applicable. In response to this argument, it is respectfully submitted that Okawa has only been relied upon for the claimed feature of 
determining a degree of importance of the service booking requests, not for any feature of adjusting the number of resources. 
Furthermore, it is unclear what limitation recited in the claims Applicant is relying on for a step or element of adjusting the number or 
resources to be used for providing the services. Therefore, this argument is not found to be persuasive in view of the limitations currently 
recited in the claims. 
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
